P L E N T Y OF 
LAN D 
FOR O R A N G E T R E E S . 
Visitors coming here are often in­ 
formed that the land suitable for cul­ 
ture of semi-tropical fruits is about 
all occupied. This is true of lands 
so situated as to be subject to natural 
streams for irrigation. Land under 
irrigation of such a character sells at 
from $200 to $300 per acre. The cost 
of thirty acres of such land is about 
$6,000. Now we propose to show how 
thirty acres of land equally suitable 
for orange trees can be irrigated so 
that the producer can save at least 
$4,000. Take any of our mesa or table 
land, of which there are 300,000 acres 
in this county within tive miles of 
the railroads. The water stands in 
the wells about eight to fifteen or 
twenty feet from the Airfaec. Buy 
thirty acres of this land at $30 per acre 
(it can be had in large or small quan­ 
tities at $20 per acre). But at $30 per 
acre, the highest price, thirty acres 
will cost $900. Sink a well on this to 
the surface water, say twelve feet. 
The supply is inexhaustable, for Los 
Angeles valley is only an old lake fill­ 
ed in with dirt, the lake now being 
fed by the river flowing into the val­ 
ley. A good windmill costing $250 
will raise water enough to irrigate 
thirty acres of trees once each month. 
A tank can be make of rough lumber 
resting on the ground. Make another 
tank of rough lumber about two 
inches smaller than the first, set this 
last one inside tbe first so that there is 
a chamber between the sides of the 
two. A few inch strips laid between 
the bottoms will make a chamber 
entirely between the two tanks. 
The 
entire work so far is of rough lumber 
and would hold water about as well as 
a sieve, and as you see costs only a 
few dollars. Take a few dollars worth 
of brea, melt it thoroughly and pour 
it between the two tanks, filling the 
chamber; in a short time it will cool 
and you have a tank that will not leak 
a drop. You may leave it empty in 
the sun, but it will not crack open, as 
all wooden tanks do. A farmer can 
in this way make his own tank at a 
small cost to hold sufficient water to 
irrigate thirty acres. The total cost 
of the land is say $900. The total cost 
of the windmills, tanks, etc., will thus 
be less than $2,000, probably not over 
$1,600. Thirty acres makes a very 
large orange orchard, and prepared as 
above, it is as valuable for all practi­ 
cal purposes as any irrigable laud in 
the county. The amount thus saved 
Is from $2,000 to $2,400 on each pur­ 
chase of thirty acres. By planting a 
good hedge of accasia around the land, 
and several rows of blue gums, the 
orange trees will be protected from all 
damaging winds. In fact, the open 
lands of the county can be made 
nearly as sheltered as the lands of the 
foothills near San Gabriel Mission.

SPRING AND S IXTH S T R E E T RAILROAD.

The Book Table. 
The snow blockade on the Central 
Pacific is lifted, and a few more of the 
April 
monthlies 
have struggled 
through—three days from the snow 
drifts, the pines, and the desolation of 
the eternal peaks, to the fragrance of 
the orange bloom, drifting in through 
the open window with the first soft 
breath of the sea-breeze. 
The Atlantic Monthly, bearing al­ 
most in its covers the odor of the salt- 
sea-spray that dashes up from the 
foaming beach, 
“W hen descends on the Atlantic 
The gigantic 
Storm-wind of the equinox,” 
comes clad in the sombre hue of the 
Winter leaves, yet folding within at 
least one picture, so warm, so sunny, 
so full of Hummer days, that the east 
wind, and the sea-spray, and the chill 
of the Winter gloom, so like unto 
death, are all forgotten. 
I am lazy to-day, possibly a little 
tired, and I turn away from the tangled 
web of human life in “Prudence Pal­ 
frey,” away from the hard realities of 
a struggle for existence in “Life in 
the Back-woods of Canada,” away 
from the monied speculations of “A 
Modern Financial Utopia,” to a pic­ 
ture, half modern, half medieval, a tale 
of leve in the olden time amid the 
vine-clad hills of sunny Provence, 
nestling in the warmest corner of 
south-land France, where the blue 
waves of the Mediterranean break into 
a softened murmur upon the shore. 
“One Bum m er day, from a high m ountain 
seat, 
Rock-built and with the blossom In j heather 
sweet, 
Two love. 8 watched the white caps come 
and go 
Like lam bs upon the shining sea below."

Shut your eyes and dream over the 
next picture! Is it “ Provence,” oris 
it “California del Sur?” 
“ Cornice-like hung In air the narrow lodge, 
The dark pines thronged beneath; but, front 
the edge 
One saw the nun-touched faces of the trees 
Laugh to the laughter of the southern setts. 
W hite on the beach gleamed Cassis- far away 
Sparkled Toulon, and the blue Uurdiole lay.” 
“Calendau,” by M. Frederic Mistral, 
this is the poem. A few years ago 
came to the literary world, as a gleam 
of warm sunshine, his first poem, 
“Mireio.” W ritten in the soft Pro- 
vencial dialect, the tongue of the old 
trouveres, a speech that borrowed the 
music of the rills until its liquid ac­ 
cents became to the harsher French of 
the northern provinces, what the Ionic 
Greek of Homer, of Herodotus, was to 
the less musical speech of Attica, the 
poem was a delicious picture of the 
life, half Gipsy, half Arcadian, of a 
people by whose homes the great cur­ 
rents of the ever advancing world-tide 
had swept, and had changed them not. 
It was a picture of love, artless, child­ 
like, such as one might dream of in 
Eden, or in the olden days when the 
fair earth was young. Longfellow has 
painted somewhat such a life, some­ 
what such a love, in “ Evangeline,” 
“In the Acadian land, on the shores of the 
Basin of Minas.” 
“Mireio” was the poem of an idyllic 
life which the world had forgotten; 
“Calendau,” framed in the half faded 
histories of a hundred years ago, is a 
poem of sylvan love, where one looks 
around half expecting to seethe wood- 
spri tes step out from the shaggy 
trunks of the trees, or to stumble upon 
some shady dell where, upon the green 
sward, amid the daisies, the fauns and 
satyrs are still dancing to the merry 
piping of Pan. Very different are 
these two poems, in their joyous out­ 
door life, from the morbid introspec­ 
tion which so sadly oppresses us in 
the gloomier northern mind. It is like 
passing from the light, the sunshine, 
the mere joy of being, of the «Id 
Greek days, to the cloisters, the cells, 
the austerities of the middle ages. 
Ah! the chill and the darkness weigh 
one down. It is healthier to go afield 
and listen to the birds. This picture 
is better:— 
“Afar over the sage-flelds hummed the bees, 
Fluttered the birds about the sumac trees. 
How lucid was the uir of that sweet day! 
How fair upon the slopes the shudows lay! 
The ranged and pillared rocks seemed to 
upbear 
Levels of green land, like some altar-stalr.” 
Turn to the “reviews” in the Atlan­ 
tic! Read the analysis of John Stuart 
Mill’s Autiobography! There you may 
see what is meant by the phrase “the 
gloomy northern mind.” It is a mor­ 
bid, hideous, self - vivisection, — the 
grim joy of the flagellant over the 
bloody cords that cut his quivering 
flesh,—the strange delight of thedevo 
tee, whose every nerve cries out in 
torture at the cruel hook which im 
pales him. 
Scribner'8 opens witli a stirring bal­ 
lad of the Bunker Hill days, “Mary 
Butler’s Ride.” “ The Great South,” 
by Edward King, is another install­ 
ment of the illustrated series, which 
has been for months back so attractive 
a feature of the Magazine. Among 
the illustrations so liberally scattered 
through the article the “View uear 
Salem,” and the “Long Reach” in the 
sleepy Roanoke valley, are scenes 
of quiet beauty not easily to be for­ 
gotten. “Norfolk,” with her vessels, 
and her rambling wharves, sits by the 
quiet waters of her broad bay gently 
dreaming of the commerce to come 
with the coming of the days,—of the 
white-winged barks and tbe trailing 
smoke of the long, black-hulled 
steamers, and of the men "who go 
down to the sea in ships. “The Mys­ 
terious Island,” by Jules Verne, is the 
title of one of those fantastic extrava­ 
ganzas which have of late seemed to 
meet some want, some new taste in 
the reading public. “Mustard,” and 
" Worcestershire” are very good in 
their way, but only as condiments, to 
be sparingly used if we would avoid a 
dyspeptic stomach. “John Hay” is a 
short biographical sketch of the now 
noted author of “Little Breeches” and 
that other horrible monstrosity, “ The 
Mystery of Gilgal.” The true poetical 
boauty of his prose “ Castilian Bays” 
the world hardly has noticed. The 
warty excrescence upon the leaf is to 
many more sightly than the tinted 
flower drooping beside it.

The Salinas Valley. 
The Monterey Democrat says that 
from the shores of the bay to Solidad 
crossing, a distance of about forty 
miles, the Salinas valley this year will 
present an almost unbroken grain 
field. The area of tilled land comprised 
within the space indicated will not 
fall short of 110,000 acres, of which 
35.000 are seeded to wheat and 15,000 
to barley.

The authoi is evil 
denlly master of his subject, and has given to 
it an unsparing, analytical, demonstrative 
treatment. The work lias come in a most op­ 
portune moment, containing, us it does, more 
important recommendations us to the mode 
of amending the Codes.

Affairs in Sonora. 


A correspondent of the Sun Fran­ 
cisco /{nth tin, w riting from UuaymaB 
under date of February 27th, gives the 
following interesting account of affairs 
in our neighboring M exican State: 
Som e Am ericans w ho lately made 
the trip by land from Los A ngeles in 
your State to this place, gave me the 
follow ing item regarding their voyage : 
At Cavarea they passed the frontier of 
Sonora, where they found about 1,000 
inhabitants, a custom -house and w ell 
cultivated lands; tlie next station was 
Pitiquito, only six m iles off, but beau­ 
tifully situated in a fertile valley; fif­ 
teen m iles further they reached Altar, 
with 2,oiiii souls and capital of the dis­ 
trict, which embraces 200 square m iles 
rich in gold m ines, w ith good agricul­ 
ture and commerce; though the inhab­ 
itants possess none of the improved 
m achinery used in California, the dig­ 
gers succeed nevertheless in m aking 
about Sé per day. 
This has induced an 
American com pany to secure 18,000 
acres of land rich in gold at a place 
called Los 
llanos. 
To procure the 
needful water the com pany is building 
an aqueduct forty m iles in length, the 
cost of which is calculated at $200,000. 
The engineer conducting the work 
says as soon as the water can reach 
said lands the m onthly benefit will he 
at least $25,000 and remain the same 
for tw enty years. 
In spite of the dilli- 
culties under which the natives arc 
working they make now about from 
$30,000 to $40,000. 
A ll the land which 
can he irrigated looks like a garden, 
producing every kind of tropical fruit 
and of splendid quality. 
The ranches 
yield excellent wheat and corn, with 
numerous heads of cattle and m oun­ 
tains of precious woods, enough to en­ 
rich anybody hut a M exican. 
N orth­ 
east from Fd Altar is L a Magdalena, 
with tlie sam e advantages and more 
water, on account of its proxim ity to 
the Sierra, 
Herm osillo, (ho largest city of So­ 
nora, m erits well her name, as the 
most beautifully situated in a fertile 
plain, with rich m ines and plenty of 
trade. The sugar plantations yield 
$300 per acre, wtth steam engines to 
m ake the panocha and another to 
m ake excellent flour from its abundant 
w heat crops, on the large estates of La 
Labor, Alam ito, San Juanito, FI Chi­ 
no Gordo, FI Gavilan and others, each 
of which em ploys from 1(M) to 200 men. 
The inhabitants are famous for their 
am iable character and the women for 
their beauty. 
A Mr. Jiamariz owns a 
large cotton mill; it is a large and 
beautiful establishm ent surrounded by 
evergreen trees, w hich makes the site 
very picturesque. 
Uros, tlie capital of Sonora, lies sur­ 
rounded with the finest estates, with 
abundant water for irrigation, and 
m ountains for precious wood and all 
kinds of game. 
Larique is a new settlem ent of re­ 
turned Californians, who have either 
became rieli agriculturalists or re­ 
mained miners as rich veins have been 
discovered in its vicinity. 
The towns 
of Subatama, Oquitoa, E l A It i 1, etc., 
are as favorably situated, and it is 
thought that, instead of cultivating 
tlie sugar cane, cotton, tobacco, etc, 
they only plant wheat, corn and beans. 
If it was not for the fear of the 
Apaches this State would certainly at­ 
tract m any em igrants ; but we have to 
wait till the Southern Pacific Railroad 
is finished and connected with this 
port to show tlie world w hat riches 
Sonora possesses and of what import­ 
ance this beautiful harbor w ill become 
for the trade of tlie whole region, tlie 
frontier State of till’ United States and 
M exico. 
A M exican com pany is now cult ivat­ 
ing the rich lands at the mouth of the 
Colorado river, where an inexhausti­ 
ble supply of wild hemp has been 
found, and of superior quality; but 
these new settlers have so far vainly 
expected that the M exican Govern­ 
m ent w ill permit them to get their 
supplies from here or direct from San 
Francisco; everything they need has 
to be sent from San Francisco to Fort 
Yuma, and then brought hack again 
to Point Isabel at a heavy expense, 
though all this large tract of land be­ 
longs to Mexico.

A L E T T E R FROM T H E GRANGERS. 


A bid for a paper m ill—who will start 
it? 
The following letter illustrates the 
m anner in which a newspaper working 
in harm ony w ith the people, can as­ 
sist in developing our resources. 
In 
our recent article we said : “A paper 
mill would pay well. Rye and barley 
straw can be had for say $4 or $5 per 
ton. The countries of Los Angeles. 
San Diego, San Bernardino and Inyo; 
also, Arizona, would be the m arket.” 
The Grangers will give straw enough 
to run a m ill for half a year, to aid the 
m atter on :

Know ing the interest you take in any­ 
thing th a t will advance the prosperity 
of this section of the country, 1 send 
you a few items for publication for the 
inform ation of Sister Granges and the 
public generally. 
* I presented a resolution at one of the 
meetings of the D istrict Council, and 
it was adopted, to the effect that the 
Masters of the vatious Granges see 
w hat encouragement their members 
would give towards starting a paper 
mill in this vicinity. The following 
is the preamble] subscribed to by the 
members of Enterprise, No. 38. 
“ A 
great w ant of this southern portion of 
California is a m anufacturing interest. 
There are many productions now 
grown or that can be grown to advan­ 
tage, th a t with proper facilities for 
turning the raw m aterial into m anu­ 
factured goods would add largely to 
the prosperity of the 
com m unity. 
M anufacturing establishm ents would 
furnish a demand for m any of the 
farmer’s products as raw m aterial to 
work upon. The hands employed con­ 
sume produce and the articles made 
would find a m arket here and keep the 
money in the place th a t now pays for 
goods made elsewhere. A very im ­ 
portant article and one of which the 
consumption is large and universal is 
paper, and there is no m anufactory of 
it nearer than Santa Cruz. 
The m ate­ 
rial needed to be worked into paper 
exists or can be produced in any quan­ 
tities. 
W ith a view to encourage 
some person or company to start a 
paper factory in this vicinity, we the 
undersigned members of Enterprise 
Grange, No. 38, Los Angeles county, 
make the following proposition : 
I11 the event of any paper factory 
being started within twelve miles of 
our respective ranches, pledge our­ 
selves, and will give security if re­ 
quired, to furnish 
the 
articles set 
against our names at the factory and 
as a free gift to the owner of the same, 
and Will render all otiier assistance we 
can and encourage others to do the 
same.” 
This was presented to the Grange at 
our last m eeting, and from nine m em ­ 
bers there is pledged over tw enty tons 
of straw and a quantity of flax fibre, 
and we shall probably promise two or 
three tim es this am ount as our m em ­ 
bers become acquainted w ith the ob­ 
ject. If the Granges in this part of 
the county do as well in proportion, 
we think we can collectively offer 
quite an inducement to some manufac­ 
turer to make a beginning. This is a 
growing section of country, and as the 
railroad extends E ast the m arket is 
alm ost boundless. M anufactures are 
what we want. 
Many a one has been 
begun in the older States on a small 
scale and with few hands and grown 
with the country, till they are now 
m am m oth 
establishm ents and the 
owners w ealthy men. 
There is 110 
better place to begin than here aud 
now. 
Besides a paper m ill in this section, 
we need a rope and cordage factory, as 
ilax and hemp can be grown hero. 
The sugar used here should be made 
from the beets that are so easily raised 
here. 
Perhaps, Messrs. Editors, you can 
enlarge on these points better than I 
have done. 
A 
few 
words more 
to brother 
Grangers. 
We have been isolated 
from our large markets, and the only 
company that carried freights and 
passengers had 
a 
monopoly 
and 
charged high for both. There is now 
opposition, and fares and freight is at 
a reasonable figure—a very im portaut 
item to farmers. 
Patronize the opposition line ! 
If we have anything to sell th at we 


can send to San Francisco, and get the 
money out of it th a t we do by selling 
it in Los Angeles, send itto San F ran­ 
cisco. Give the opposition the freight; 
extend our m arket and keep the home 
m arket from being glutted. Those are 
m y ideas and of those of our Grange 
who have talked th e m atter over, and 
I give them for the benefit of our fel­ 
low Grangers.

M e m p h i s , Tenn., March 24, 1874. 


E d it o r 
H e r a l d : Just now the 
rage is for California; everybody is 
talking and inquiring about Califor­ 
nia, and N ordhoff’s book is in demand 
above every other publication, which 
by the way, barring an occasional and 
pardonable inaccuracy, is a very good 
thing. 
Probably 
you will wonder 
why it is that people are so eager tobe 
told about the beauties of your coun­ 
try. I will tell you, 
It is now nine 
years since the end of the w ar, during 
all of which the w hite people have 
been hoping from year to year for a 
change in the public sentim ent in the 
North, which would give them back 
the control of affairs. 
They have 
hoped against hope; 
their prayers 
have been in vain. Y’ear by year they 
see ail'airs get worse. Day by day the 
negroes become more aggressive, until 
the thing is absolutely unbearable. 
Last year a leading negro nam ed H am 
Carter made a speech to a large con­ 
course of his people at Grenada, Miss., 
in which he turned to a group of white 
spectators and rem arked th a t it was 
high tim e that they, the whites, should 
understand that the negro had a m a­ 
jority in the State, and that he knew 
the advantage of th at m ajority and 
m eant to control th e State and county 
agairs. 
“Sell out,” said he, “young 
man, and go W est; there is no room 
for you here in Mississippi. 
The col­ 
ored m an runs this State, and lie 
knows how to m auage it. 
The fiat 
has gone forth, and an inexorable law 
says that you must leave.” Following 
this declaration we see the negroes 
drop their former leader, A lcorn, (a 
good thing, by the way,) and take up 
Ames for Governor. But w hen they 
elected Ames they also elected a negro 
Lieutenant - Governor, 
an 
ignorant 
field hand, who will succeed to the 
Gubernatorial chair when Ames shall 
be re-elected to the Senate. They have 
also electeda negro United States Sen­ 
ator, a fellow who was a steam boat 
portera few years ago. 
The Secretary 
of the State is a negro; so also is the 
President of the Senate and Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. I 11 
nearly all the counties the Sheriffs 
and Clerks are darkeys. They have 
County superintendents of Public In ­ 
struction, who get good salaries—ne­ 
groes almost invariably get these 
places. 
The Legislature proposes to 
sit half the year, as the members are 
paid a per diem which is m ore than 
the negro members would get as field 
hands at home. Under the rule of 
such people the country m ust become 
a wreck. 
So, at least, the w hite peo­ 
ple believe; therefore, they propose to 
flee. Carolina has long been in a con­ 
dition infinitely worse than I have de­ 
scribed. Arkansas lias been torn and 
robbed as shamefully as possible, and 
Louisiana is past praying for. A la­ 
bama and Florida, especially the lat­ 
ter, are totally bankrupt. By a happy 
accident we got this State aw ay from 
the cormorants before they had en­ 
tirely destroyed her. But in the space 
of three years under that cheerful 
statesm an, Brownlow—who was be­ 
queathed to us by th at other cheerful 
statesm an, A. Johnson—they managed 
to steal $20,000,000; about eight times 
as much as your State debt. 
Now then, I have given you a reason 
w hy the whole county is w ishing to 
move. 
Can you do anything to turn 
the tide in your direction? The peo- 
E 
le who will come will bring money, 
rains and energy. 
If you would 
send Ned Kewen to canvass Missis­ 
sippi and Alabama, I think it would 
swell your population by thousands. 
I venture that if he were to speak of 
California at Columbus he would be 
heard by every w hite m an w ithin ten 
miles of the town, and the sam e thing 
would occur everywhere. Send him 
along. Mr. W entw orth’s adm irable 
publication, the Resources of Califor­ 
nia, should be sent to every County 
Clerk in the South, and possibly sev­ 
eral copies to each. I wish very m uch 
I coultl make the people 011 your side 
see m atters as I do. 
You do not hesi­ 
tate to spend money to im port red- 
republicans, but you make 110 move to 
secure a far better and more useful 
population. Bestir yourselves. 
I wish to say one word 111 confidence 
to your printer, and then I w ill close. 
In my other letter (which a friend in 
Mexico says was “ silly gush,” and I 
think he is right,) you butchered me 
typographically in a m anner I will 
not endure. 
Repeat it in this case, 
and I will scalp you when I come to 
Los Angeles. Though I am not the 
person who promised, in ’01, to revisit 
your glen with “ banner, brand and 
bow,” yet am I terrible w hen mis­ 
printed.
